Lieutenant GITLIN stated that when he approached 
GITLIN, GITLIN apoligized to him for making the remark. 
He stated there was. no nitroglycerine in his bag and offered . 
to allow Lieutenant GITLIN to search his bags. GITLIN further 
made a comment to the effect that he was pleased that authorities 
would pursue matters of this nature where a threat was made.
